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In recent years the 3 Extra-Terrestrial 0 hypothesis has come more and 
more under fire 9 so much so in fact* that the newcomer to the saucer scene 
now finds a hazy miasma of ideas* theories* suggestions and personal beliefs 

flung at him from all direct ions... ..Is the Earth hollow? Are saucers 

psychic manifestations? Do they come from another plane of existence? Is 
the whole phenomena a gigantic confidence trick on the part of ??? 

So far as my personal beliefs go - perhaps inclinations would be a 
better term* the E*T# hypothesis remains the most attractive proposition* 

This is not of course to say that no other hypothesis should be given 
elbow-room* or that all ufological phenomena may be explained under this 
heading# Little known or unknown effects from other fields including the 
psychic and esoteric may encompass the solutions or part of the solution to 
the mystery; however* I think it must certainly be true to say that most 
people who are drawn to an interest in flying saucers are so drawn* because 
in the main* they expect them to be extra-terrestrial spacecraft# 

A question frequently asked when one is speaking to *non-saucer ? 
societies iss- "Since there is a world-wide 24-hour radar coverage* how 
is it that no UFOs* no flying saucers are ever plotted entering the Earth f s 
atmosphere?". To which my first reply is always* "How do you know they are 
not?"# However* some ufologists have* I know* taken the question so seriously* 
that to all intents and purposes the E*T# hypothesis has been thrown out of 
the window in order that the apparent contradiction may be explained* 

Consider one moment* though* How many reports of any description of 
objects detected due to our 3 blanket 3 radar can you remember reading about?- 
1 can remember one, - the MoonS Yet are we to assume this has been the only 
object ever detected? Of course not l Surely too* we have the very cogent 
point that of all things picked up* UFOs are the least likely ones about 
which reports will be released# Remember the famed April 25th# meteorite?. 
Though this certainly came from outside the Earth 3 s atmosphere I cannot 
recall it being reported radar-wise* and if a meteorite can arrive unheralded 
and unsung* why not a flying saucer?* 

Further* how can we be certain that saucers* by virtue either of their 
construction, their method of propulsion* their defensive or offensive 
equipment* u screens 3 of any kind used for repelling space debris or possibly 
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even by their very nature, will appear on this much-vaunted radar at all?® Agreed, 
from our present scientific knowledge one expects objects to do so, but this 
doesn’t mean to say they will2 

Of the numerous other possible solutions to the UFO enigma, the ’time¬ 
travelling 9 concept comes high up my personal list® On almost every occasion, 
though, when this concept is brought up, it is taken for granted that, for one 
reason or another, our descendents are coming back from the future to have a 
good look at the state of affairs on our present-day Earth® May it not quite 
as easily be, that our antecedents are travelling from the past?® It seems 
very logical to me that civilisations of which we have practically no definite 
knowledge, but nevertheless civilisations of great technological, and for that 
matter, spiritual attainment should have existed millenia ago® Might it not be, 
therefore, that we are witnessing an attempt on the part of one or another of 
these to find a method of escape from a natural or self-inflicted cataclysm 
which they knew to be inevitable?. And, in either case, past or future, not a 
blip to be seen radar-wise in all probability, as the time-travellers® vehicles 
would almost certainly materialise and de-materialise on the spot® 

To take the point just one stage further, - might it not also be that 
time travellers and travellers from distant star systems would both use a 
similar medium for their journeyings?. And that, by ’materialising® well 
inside our atmosphere, the latter would evade the ’intercontinental 
ballistic missile® radar watch in any caseS ..THAT IS THE QUESTIONS

SHADES OF CONDON?

In the United States official de-bunking of the UoF»Oo question has 
entailed great expenditure of man/hours and capital® *1 

In Britain officialdom (Ministry of Defence and R®AoF®) has made no 
great effort to assure the public that U®Fo0.s are non-existent® There are 
a number of possible reasons for thiss 

(1) The British public sit around their televisions and close their 
minds to anything which exhibits a potential threat to their comfort 
whereas the American public, in their perpetual motion, still retain 
something of their original pioneering spirit and are more ready to 
listen to talk of ’flying saucers’® 

(2) U»FoOo - associated occurances in America (especially South 
America) tend to be of a more bizarre nature than their British 
counterparts (although this has been regarded as a product of the 
American imagination - always bigger than anyone else’s). 

(3) Mass communications in Britain play a wonderful part in the 
conditioning process^ every UoFoOo news item concludes with an inane 
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(but reassuring) remark such as, "I wonder if the little green men have to 
put up with mothers-in-law, *2 

(4) By continually ^proving* that there is no evidence for the existence 
of the U.F.O, the U.S, authorities have enabled the Ministry of Defence 
to keep a discreet silence* 


While there is no public announcement equivalent to the Condon Report 
the Ministry of Defence (Department S4f Air) does pursue a subtle de-bunking 
stratagem. It is hoped that the following supports this statement. 


On March 31st of this year I observed what I thought was a satellite 
which traversed the sky in a straight line and at a steady pace. The light 
pulsated with a regular rhythm presumably because it was tumbling as it went 
along, I telephoned the Ministry of Defence (ol-930-7033 Ext 0 7035) and 
reported what I has seen along with fairly accurate details of its 
elevation and bearing etc. On the 20th April the accompanying letter was 
sent to me. Fair enough, the Ministry had taken my report seriously, had 
made investigations* and had produced a plausible explanation. However, 
shortly after 0 phoning the Ministry I had also •phoned Slough Radio and 
Space Research Station, They were able to tell me, within minutes* that I 
had seen a Russian device, •Cosmos 1970 14B USSR* launched on the 27th, 
February 1970, Now re-read the line from the Ministry^ letter commencing, 
"We have been unable.Are Mr, L,W, Akhurst and friends just 
inefficient or is there some other explanation?. 


Copy of Ministry of Defence letter ;- 


Dear Mr, Matson 


20th April 1970 


Thank you for your report about a satellite-like light you saw crossing 
the sky from the NNW to the SSE at 2044 BST on 31 March 1970. 

We have been unable to link this report with any satellite or satellite 
debris. However, the directions you have given agree reasonably well 
with the line of airways Amber 2 and Blue 3o Aircraft were overflying the 
London area to the continent at the time and it seems possible that you 
were observing a light on an aircraft in circumstances outside your 
previous experience. 

I should mention that we received no other reports either from aircraft in 
the area or people on the ground and our checking has revealed no 
unauthorised activity.

It would seem* in fact, that the Ministry supplied me with an 
easily-found but plausible solution with no attempt to establish the true 
nature of the object I had seen. 
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Certainly I thought I had seen a satellite (although I didn“t stress 
this in my “phone call to the Ministry) but if I had seen what I thought was a 
U.F.O. would I still have received a Convenient® explanation?• I imagine 
that I would have done. Perhaps S4f (Air) has a ready pile of explanations 
rather like the “Chance 0 and “Community Chest 0 cards in a monopoly set, the 
top card being read and then replaced at the bottom of the pile. 

By paying little or no heed to UoF.Oo reports and by providing the 
public with easy explanations the Ministry is, I suggest, acting in a manner 
little different from the Condon committee. 

On another occasion I sent Mr. Akhurst a list of detailed U.F.O. 
sightings from the Waltham Forest area of north-east London and asked for some 
explanations. I was informed that, "It is not the normal practice of the 
Ministry of Defence to investigate reports of U.F.O.s collected by a third 
party”, (I neglected to ask Mr. Akhurst if he knew of many third parties 
whose pastime is the collection of U.F.O.s). What the Ministry is saying 
here is that they will not give assistance to U.F.O. researchers (while 
they will give reassuring explanations to individual members of the public 
who report seeing unusual objects). Presumably the Ministry is not prepared 
to attempt to pull the wool over the eyes of well-informed researchers. 

The Ministry is pleased to send a list of statistics to anyone 
requesting them. *3 At first sight this list is impressive because it 
would seem to show that the Ministry of Defence does undertake a detailed 
analysis of reportSo In the light of the fore-going, however, can we 
believe in the accuracy of these figures ?. They would seem to be completely 
meaningless, apart from the last column (which I will come to in a moment). 

Was the object which I reported to the Ministry on the 31st March regarded 
as being an aircraft (the Ministry said it was possible) or was it placed 
in the column headed “Unexplainea 8 ? 

Probably the last column, which gives the totals of reports 
received each year, is correct and it is possible that the preceeding 
column is also worthy of note. This column could be labelled “Unidentified 
Flying Objects® although whether or not they do in fact represent extra¬ 
terrestrial vehicles is another matter. This column is not labelled 
•U.F.O.s 0 because there is “insufficient information 0 . This is a 
contradiction in terms unless we are using the more popular definition of 
“U.F.O.It is an interesting question to ask just how much information 
Mr. Akhurst requires before he is prepared to introduce a new column headed 
°0f extra-terrestrial origin (space-craft) 0 . Would he require in his office 
an object labelled •SAUCER MK.III - MADE ON VENUS 0 ?. 

To conclude I will, at the risk of criticism, go against all I have 
just said by asking whether there is perhaps something in these statistics 
after all. In 1967 there was a total of 362 reports. This would seem 
significant when compared with the previous year°s total of 95. Certainly 
this was the year of the “flying crosses 0 and the public were expecting to 
see things but why, I ask, was there not an equally large number of reports 
for the year 1965 (only 56) the year of the Warminster publicity?.

Why was there a large number of reports for the period 1967-9?» Despite its 
shades of Condon perhaps the Ministry of Defence has given us something after 
all.

TIME TO GROW UP

Several people have asked me whether I think the sky visitors are 
evangelist missionaries from elsewhere coming here to put us on the 
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’straight and narrow path 3 * 

My dictionary states that an evangelist is a person who preaches the 
four gospels of the Christian Faith« I would not go so far as to affirm that 
our sky visitors are here either as evangelists or missionaries* They are not 
coming here to ram anything down anyone’s throats or to force their ideas upon 
us. The idea would be abhorrent to them. 

It is my personal opinion that their long standing interest in us 
stems from the fact that they ’colonised 9 us thousands of years ago. When I 
use the word ’colonise 0 I do not think that they had quite the same idea as 
we have when we use that wordo 

Is there any evidence for this startling theory?. Yes, there is. 

First of all s there are legends all over the world telling of sky people 
coming down to Earth and mingling with us mortals. The Maya, Aztecs, 

Inca people, Etruscans, ancient Egyptians and Greeks, North American 
Indians, Hawaiians, Scandinavians, Japanese, Chinese, Indians and the Irish, 
all relate similar accounts of sky visitations. 

Admittedly, this all stems from mythology, legend and folk-lore, but 
when so many diverse peoples recount similar tales it is surely significant. 

Then, there are the famous verses in Genesis. "That the Sons of God 

saw the daughters of men that they were fair and they took them wives of 

all which they chose 11 o (VI.2) And, "There were giants in the earth in those 
days 5 and also after that, when the Sons of God came in unto the daughters 
of men, and they bare children to them, the same became mighty men which were 
of old, men of renown". (VI.4) 

If the sky people have periodically mated with earth people to 
hasten mankind’s evolution, the brain capacity of sky people must be far 
superior to that of earth men. The sky people must have a brain capacity 
of at least 3,000 c 0 c. compared with a human’s 1,300 c.c. today. A 
breeding programme between sky people and earlier ape-men with about 800 c.c. 
capacity would have produced the middle-way brain of modern man. If so, 
the biblical comment that we are made higher than animals and lower than the 
angels is only too true l 

The sky people have re-seeded this planet many, many times during 
our long history and, from all accounts, are still doing so today, if you 
accept the Antonio Villas Boas story, published over many issues of 
’Flying Saucer Review® and in ’The Humanoids’. Maybe, their long-range 
plan is to bring humanity up to a stage nearer their own mental capacity, 
so that we will be able one day to take our places in a galactic civilization. 

Therefore, as I stated earlier, the visitors have a very great 
interest in our development. They have been able to inject an idea or two 
unobtrusively at different times throughout our history without our being 
actually aware of it. I think it is a Cosmic Law for them not to interfere 
unduly in our growth. We have to learn the ’hard way 9 , and as Rex Dutta has 
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so aptly put it ®on our own flat feet®. 

However, they have seen so many civilizations on Earth wiped out through

Let us be a little more self-reliant and use our own inherent 
spiritual capacities to clean up our own messo That is the recipe I 
offer for the quickest way to meet the sky people and to taking our place 
one day in a galactic civilization. I am sure that they are yearning for us 
to do just that but it is time we showed that humanity is out of the 
adolescent stage. In short, it is time we grew up.

Could we marvel at the choice of this symbol, by this aviation, 
to make British authorities understand the extreme gravity of the international 
situation ?. In fact, only Great Britain could have the prestige to try a peace 
act in the Middle East and in Vietnam. 

Again we must remember the SIGN (and it was a crossl) made by these 
craft on the 3rd July, 1947, over Boise (Idaho-U.S.A.)• From this event 
came the name of Project Sign , the first office created by the American Air 
Force, in 1948 to study the problem of UFOs* 

In the last month of 1968, two Russian spacecraft, Zond 5 and Zond 6 
(15©11.68) teleguided , had been permitted to make orbit around the Moon and 
come back: A few weeks after, 23/12/68 0 three American astronauts in Apollo 
8 , had been permitted to make ten orbits around the Moon and come back . 

Can we consider them hostile when they allow us to accomplish such experiments? 
Certainly not: on the contrary it is evident that these craft not only try 
to protect us against the danger of an atomic disaster, but stimulates us in 
the scientific field . Not in the military field ?

U.F.Oo PROPULSION

To all, the propulsion of UFO f s is a real enigma. Witnesses of 
UFOs always fail to note any kind of jets or exhausts. 


What then could it be that drives a UFO at such tremendous speeds 
and defy gravity by just floating in our atmosphere. The possible answer 
could be anti-gravity and the control of gravity power. High Radiation, 
heat, electrical interference all associate with UFOs and could be side 
effects of gravity control devices. Einstein's general theory of 
relativity proves that it is possible to partially nullify the earth's 
gravitational field. Perhaps a greatly advanced technology has already 
mastered this. Thus with control gravity and abundant energy shortening 
the duration of interplanetary flights. Besides the ordinary propulsion 
such violent acceleration and manoeuvres that UFOs are usually associated 
with, would be impossible without endangering the ship and crushing the 
cr eyi into pulp* However, with artifical gravity, the force applys 
simultaneously to the craft and its crew and acceleration and manoeuvres 
at high speed would not strain the craft and its crew would feel nothing. 
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If these techniques were mastered on our planet, look what great help 
and comfort it would be to our own astronauts, especially during lift off and 
re-entry and other hazards due to weightlessness like skin infection (dandruff), 
dehydration, lose of body weight which is estimated to be an average of 7*51b, 
blood changes of red cells and plasma reduction, loss of calcium in the bone 
which is estimated to be an average of 12% for heel and little finger, and 
these effects are due to only a short duration flight, just imagine the 
horrifying results of long duration flights. 

Another puzzling question is how do the occupants of the UFO’s 
protect themselves from great heat, light and sound waves, some theorize 
the use of s gravity shield®• 


The two great problems of time and distance that hinder us today on 
our planet,and with our own space programme, may have been solved by a more 
advanced civilization than ours, by applying the theory of unified magnetic 
field, the conversion of matter into energy and energy back into matter.

INTROSPECTION BEFORE EXPRESSION 
A plea for sanity,

This is my first article to be published in ’Awareness®, and I am 
afraid it is going to be an exhortive critique 0 

I don’t wish to leave a sour taste in anyones mouth, but I feel 
that a considerable number of ignorant gullible people are allowing 
themselves to be led into beleiving any protracted and intellectual¬ 
sounding diatribe; in the misconception that the authors whom bandy 
around such phrases as “Hyper-dimensional® and ’Cosmo-temporal adjunct®, 

(A term I have heard used, and the meaning of which still eludes me), 
must be endowed with some sort of cosmic awareness. 


It has never ceased to be a source of amazement, and not a little 
amusement, for me to read or listen to ill-informed protreptic on the 
subject of UFOso JVhat is evidently required in the discussion of this 
emotive subject is a dispassionate appraisal to dispel some of this naive 
theorising. 

I cannot see any clear correlation between the psychic sciences 
and serious UFO investigations and it seems to me that the wrong end of 
the metaphysical stick has been grasped by a lot of wooly minded and semi- 
articulate psuedo-mystics. 
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Continuing in a more parochial vein, may I draw your attention to some 
rather facile and ambivalent misconceptions in Sir Victor Goddard's speech of 
May 14th 1968, a synopses of which was published in 'Awareness' of November 
1969o In his inference No.3, he states that precognition and postcognition 
have a common ground with memory• Surely cognition is the formulation of 
ideas, and construction of original thoughts; a process relying on logic and 
subjective empericism. Memory is necessary only for the aquisition and 
retention of knowledge, and is* therefore, only tenuously linked with the 
cognitive process. Post and precognition are two aspects of the same process, 
but the data feeding it has been displaced in time, by virtue of a certain 
set of circumstances coinciding to place the brain in a receptive state. 
(Whether or not this state is acheived by some sort of real-time analogue 
compution in the 80% of brain tissue that is apparently not used, or as 
the result of attunement with the 'Cosmic conciousness' can be the subject 
of a subsequent article). Memory is the retrospection of impressions and 
ideas, and as such must surely be subject to and reliant upon the cognitive 
processes. 


A rather presumtive inference is No.4, in which he says that memory 
is associable with electricity. To this I can only ask why?, and refer him 
to the experiments of Dr. Brian Tiplady of the 'Open University', Walton, 
Bucks., whom has demonstrated the purely bio-chemical nature of memory. 

Inference No.14, questions the compatibility of Einstein's 
'Terminal velocity' (i.e. 186,400 m.p.s. in vacuum, approx.) with the 
apparent time parity violation observable in certain E.S.P. phenomena. 
Inferences 15 to 17, and conjectures 5 to 8 are related questions, but 
to my mind such relativistic laws apply only to the tangible and 
experimentally reproducible universe, for in the D n dimensional cosmogony, 
Cosmic thought and knowledge is analogous to the synaptic communication 
between adjacent brain cells. 

Allow me to make a recommendation. That is for prospective 
authors, and critical readers of similar articles to imbue themselves 
with a fairly broad knowledge of the physical and philosophical sciences 
related to their subject, before embarking on such thorn lined and 
rock-strewn ventures. 

I am afraid that such confused and ill-informed reasoning will 
serve only to cloud the real issues to which we seek answers; and in 
doing so will prejudice the interest and willingness to help of the 
people whose specialised knowledge and inventiveness we should seek to 
enjoin.

CANCER PLANET MISSION by Ludwig F. Pallmann. (The Foster Press, 31-32 
Cock Lane, London E.C.l.) 1970. Illustrated. 30/-d. 

This is one of the most fascinating contactee stories I have 
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ever read* The author describes how he first met the Christ-like Satu Ra 
and his sister Xiti, visitors from another planet, in the heart of India, 
They are vegetarians, but do enjoy a drink in moderation. 

Later, the action shifts to the South American jungle - the region 
where famed Colonel Fawcett was lost. Mr, Pallmann travels in one of the 
spacecraft and learns many things about the visitor^ 5 way of life, which he 
terms Cosmophilosophy. 

This is an extremely readable book. The author is a fine story¬ 
teller, However, I was left at the end with one nagging question. Did the 
space visitors really appear to Mr. Pallmann?. Or, was the whole thing some 
kind of psychic experience?. You must judge for yourselves. 

The book is beautifully produced and contains some interesting 
photographs. 

NOT OF THIS WORLD by Peter Kolosimo. (Souvenir Press Ltd, 95 Mortimer 
Street, London, W.l.) 1970. Illustrated. 35s. 

This book sold 100,000 copies in the original Italian edition 
and won the Bancarella prize - the top Italian literary award. 

The author highlights the many archaeological remains that lie 
around the world and which could be the relics of extra-terrestrial beings. 

It will be of interest to Contact (U.K.) readers that their 
National Secretary, Jimmy Goddard, gets several mentions. Some of the 
material in this book will not be new to UFO fans. For instance, 
references to the Nazca Lines in Peru, Tiahuanaca, and the Japanese Dogu. 
However, there is a mass of new information. The account of the Bison 
skull from prehistoric times which had a hole clearly made by a gun is 
particularly interesting. 

It is a pity though that a reference work of such length has no 

index. 

UFOs - OPERATION TROJAN HORSE by John Ao Keel. (G.P. Putnam's Sons, 

200 Madison Avenue, New York, N.Y. 10016) 1970. #6.95 

The author is an American journalist who is one of the leading 
Ufologists in the world today. Many articles from his pen have appeared 
in the *Flying Saucer Review 5 • 

Mr. Keel's conclusions about the origin and motives of the 
Ufonauts or 'Ultra-terrestrials 9 as he calls them, will possibly shock, 
disturb and maybe, even antagonize, some of his readers. For instance, 
he takes the controversial view that the 9 Ultra-terrestrials 5 are 
manipulating the minds of us humans. He also considers that the 
contactees have been manipulated and used by the visitors for their own 
nefarious purposes. It is not the contactees that are liars, writes 
Mr. Keel, but the 'Ultra-terrestrials 1 • 
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Nevertheless, I feel that UFO fans should read all points of view 
and make up their own minds. The author has written a fascinating book which 
should be on every Ufologist f s bookshelf, provided he or she can afford the 
price!

UFO REPORTS 


March 9th 1970 . Time 7.45 p»m# Place: Exmouth. Witnesses: Mr# S# Gazzard 
and Mr. J# Doonan. 

Object was seen by chance, the witnesses couldn s t beleive their eyes. 
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It was circular and the size of two footballs end to end® The colour was 
yellow, but was surrounded by red flames, leaving behind a large tail of 
flames® Object was travelling from East to West very quickly, witnesses 
estimated its distance as \ mile from them and high enough to be shot down. 
Object was visible from five to ten secondso 


April 1st or 2nd 197 0 Time: 9®p.m. approx. Place: Enstone. Witnesses: 
Mr® and Mrs® P®R.D. Collins® 

Witnesses were driving along the B.4026 road, when they saw the 
object from the left fronto It was a flattened round shape and the colour 
was bright, similar to an ordinary street lamp® There was no sound. The 
object hovered and seemed to flicker or throb; its size was that of a 
cricket ball, held at arms length. Witnesses estimated that object was 
about 1,500 ft up and about 2 miles away. It was stationary, but it then 
started dropping slowly, to about 200 ft. Object then disappeared^ its 
direction was from E. to N.E® 


May 17th 1970 Time: 10.p®m. Place: Salem, Oregon, U.S.A. Witnesses: 

Mrs® M®G® Brodersen and Miss A® Long. 

Witnesses were .driving north on Interstate Highway 99, when 
they noticed a bright object they thought was Venus® Object was circular 
and its colour was bright white, then red and green. The object hovered 
and changed brightness, it was visible for about five minutes. When it 
approached the car, witnesses stopped and watched it. The object seemed 
to be about 7-10 miles away when first seen, but it was about 400 ft 
when it passed overhead, its speed was about 80 m.p.h. There was no sound. 
The witnesses say they could see the stars between the red and green lights. 
Object was travelling N to S. 


Ma y 17th 19 70 Time: 2.a®m® Place: London N.7® Witness: Miss P.B. Burrell® 
Witness was unable to sleep, so got up to make a hot drink. She 
looked out of window,, which faces south, and saw* at an angle of 30 , (it 
didn't seem nigh), a little west of south west, wnat appeared to be a large 
cluster of small starlike points of light® They were very close, massed 
together and shaped like a rectangular box, without corners, but not a 
clean cut rectangle® Witness watched it, fascinated, for about 2 minutes 
and then it faded out® Fading took roughly 5 seconds. 


June 4th 1970 Time: Just before midnight. Place: Stone. Witness: 

Mr® E®A.0. Pick® 

Witness had just completed a walk with his dog and had been 
observing the sky. It was clear with brilliant stars, but no moon. He took 
dog inside his house then came out with milk bottles, when he saw object. 

It was bright, bearing W.N.W® and 10-15 above the horizon, and about the 
size of a sixpence at arms length. The object was white and circular, with 
hazy edg-es. Witness called his wife to look at it and they looked through 
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10 x 40 binoculars, but they couldn't see any detail. They 8 phoned up a 
fellow member of Contact $ a Mr© Hooke, who lived 15 miles to the north, he 
already had it in view. After talking to him, witness came out and found 
object had started to elongate, it slowly elongated and narrowed slightly 
in width, gradually moving around to the N.7. and dropping slightly in 
elevation* In the binoculars at all times, witness could see a vertical 
shaft of light rising up from the brightness centre. The object faded 
from view very slowly, finally being lost about 12.30, the eventual size 
reaching about x at arms length. 

Dr. R.C. Madison from Keele University stated, object was a 
Noctilucent cloud, about 50 to 60 miles high and hence catching the 
sunlight. 


June 14th 1970 , Time: Early Morning. Place: Barnet. Witness: 

Mrs. Blayney. 

Witness woke early and found the room looking brighter, she 
went to a window facing south but did not see anything, so she went along 
a short passage and looked out of a window facing north. The witness 
didn't see a UFO, but saw a beam of light coming down behind some trees. 
Witness didn't see anything unusual, so went back to bed, the light then 
shone into her window twice, as if it was an aircraft with a revolving 
light® There was no sound. 


J une JL4th 1970* Time: 1.35 a 0 m. approx. Place: Shelly Beach, Natal, 

South Africa. Witness: Mr. T. Mitchell and Mr. B. Lowe. 

The two witnesses were driving along a side road, looking for a 
suitable watching point, to observe the skies, when they saw a saucer¬ 
shaped object in the north. It was about 2-3300 ft above the coastline® 
They stopped the car and got out to have a better view. After about 10 
minutes two other saucers appeared and took up positions on either side of 
the first saucer. After observing the three saucers for another five 
minutes, witness glanced into skies above and saw a circular object flash 
overhead. The object was seen for about 10 seconds. Soon afterwards their 
attention was drawn to a bright circular object,twice the size of Venus. 
Object was directly overhead, it then perforated a U-shaped manouvre and 
then disappeared. 


June 14 th 197 0. Time: Afternoon. Place: Near Fornebu, Norway. Witness: 
Nils Jacob Jacobsen. 

A large round luminous object was seen to cross the sky, just after 
a jet plane had passed heading towards Fornebu airport, there was no sound 
from the object* 
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Ju ne 20th 1970 . Times 1,00 a.m. Place: Shepperton, Witnesses: Mr© J. 
Goddard, his parents and a Mr, T. Close. 

Mr, Goddard got a call from Mr, Close, saying there was something 
strange in the sky. Witnesses saw what appeared to be a bright satellite, 
heading approx, N,W, to W. However, on looking at it more closely, it was 
obvious that the object was a lot nearer and circling a fairly wide area. 
Witnesses watched it for aoout 25 rinutes© At nost times light was steady, 
but it did flash at certain times and went out at others. The object*s 
colour was white and it just kept circling. 

Da ta Research comments :- The Board of Trade (Civil Aviation) state that on 
June 20th at same times, an aircraft was carrying out calibration runs 
within 20 nautical miles of Wingfield nr© Reading© The aircraft had a large 
searchlight mounted on it and was making a series of o’ bits at 20,000 ft. 
Data research goes along with this and are almost certain this aircraft was 
the object seen. 


July 4th 1 970 o Time: About midnight. Place: Folkestone. Witnesses: 

Miss L, Couturier, Mr, J, Male and Mr, N© Ashman© 

The witnesses were walking along the road, when they saw four green 
heart shaped objects, with an aura around them© Objects were proceeding 
from the land to the sea, NE to SW, they were only visible for a few seconds© 
Witnesses then sat down, when the objects re-appeared heading NE from the SW, 
They were in a f Y f formation and going very fast, only visible for a few 
seconds again. There was no sound. 

Da ta Research comments :- Many people saw these objects and most national 
newspapers covered them, however most people said they were orange objects. 


July 17th 1970 © Time: 10,45 p,m. Place: Folkestone. Witness: Mr, P, 
Harris. 

Witness was in his bedroom, when he noticed a red disc, about -J of 
a mile out to sea. He switched light off to get a better view and found 
object was the size of a star and its colour had changed to white, also its 
appearance was now like a star. Witness thought object was receding from 
him. Object at first was the size of a pea held at arms length© 


July 21st 1970 . Times 11©p.m. Place: Rotherham. Witnesses: Mr. Bryan 
Swann and four others, 

Mr, Swann first saw a bright star-shaped object coming very slowly 
from the north. He went to his friends and they came and looked at object. 
Whilst watching this object, they noticed four more star-shaped objects, all 
moving in different directions. Witnesses thought at first that it was 
cloud patches making the stars appear to move, but the objects were seen 
clearly passing the stars© The objects were silver and all star shaped. 
There wasn c t any sound, and they were the size of a pea held at arms length. 
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The witnesses thought the first object coming from the north and heading 
souths was bigger and brighter than the others* 


CELEBRATED SCIENTIST EXPLORER SEES UFO - 

Thor Heyerdahl, of K on-Tik i fane, who, as our readers will no doubt 
have heard, has recently crossed the Atlantic from east to west in a replica 
of an ancient Egyptian papyrus boat, named RA II, was among many persons who 
witnessed a UFO also reported from many Caribbean localities on Monday, 29th 
July, 1970* 

Although this event has not been given any prominence in the British 
press, it was the subject of a fairly lengthy statement in a Norwegian 
newspaper, the Morgenposte n, dated 1st August 1970, and, as indicated below, 
seems to have been an occurrence of some importance* Contact (Norway) , who 
kindly notified us of this report, provided the following translation from 
the Norwegian original® It is as follows i 

!, San Juan (NTB-UPI)o Thor Heyerdahl and his crew on board RA 2, 
the crew on board the United Nations oceanographical ship "Calmara 11 , and 
thousands of citizens at St® Thomas, St® Croix and other Caribbean Islands 
reported, Monday night at 02*45, that they had observed an unidentified 
flying object* The first report came from a navigator on board RA 2, 

Norman Baker, who said that he had charge of the steering of the vessel, 
when he got sight of the thing, which was round, flat, and clearly lighted® 

He cried out to Heyerdahl and the Mexican anthropologist, Dr 0 
Santiago Genoves ( who wa s with th em)* All three looked at the thing for 
10 minuteso Also ft Calmara f, 5 which was on course towards RA 2, reported 
that they had seen the object® 

Newspapers and radio-stations on several Caribbean Islands reported 
that they got hundreds of telephone calls from people who had observed the 
thing, and also many fishermen out on the sea* 11 

When observers of the calibre of Heyerdahl and Genoves, both 
trained scientists, and when the professionally trained crew of an 
oceanographical research ship also report seeing an aerial object like 
that described above, there can be little doubt that not only was such an 
object seen but that it was sufficiently "odd" for special note to be taken 
of it. In other words, this is a first-class UFO report, and one that may well
